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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1 . The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

2. Claims 1-8 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by WO 
02/44314 for the reasons of record in the previous office action. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments filed March 27, 2007 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. Applicant argues that the creamy composition which is formed upon 
shaking does not constitute a water-in-oil microemulsion. This is correct, but it is not 
persuasive because the examiner takes the position that, upon clearing, the oil phase of 
the composition will have some amount of water present in it, emulsified therein by the 
emulsifying surfactants which are present in the composition. The clarity of the oil phase 
implies that water present therein is in the form of a microemulsion. The Office lacks the 
facilities to prove this assertion. However, the components are common, and the 
assertion could quickly be proven or disproven by applicant with a simple light scattering 
test. In addition, the behavior of the prior art composition appears to be the same as 
that exhibited by applicant's compositions (specification, para, bridging pp. 2-3). 
Regardless of whether or not the organic phase of the composition is a water-in-oil 
emulsion before shaking, it is a water-in-oil emulsion after shaking and clearing. 
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4. The examiner will accept affidavit evidence directed to this assertion after final 
rejection.
